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Bahr el Ghazal and the Nile, and Ethiopia. It must be regretted 
that this valuable map does not give the complete line of march 
followed by the Bonchamp party. When are we to see the account 
of the journey? 

I must not close without noting the appearance of Dr. E. T. 
Hamy's Fifth and Sixth Decades of Memoirs of American Archae- 
ology and Ethnography, published under the title of Decades Ameri- 
cana.

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THE NEW PORT OF VERA CRUZ. 

The accompanying map shows the improvements which have 
converted Vera Cruz into a safe harbour. Those who knew the sea 
front of the city a few years ago would scarcely recognize it to- 
day. 

Vera Cruz has always been the chief port of Mexico. In the 
fiscal year 1900-01, 338 vessels from foreign ports entered the har- 
bour. Their tonnage was 913,698, and they carried 355,930 metric
